was his dally cuſtame, obſer ved a Butcher tiding along the way, 


having good ſtoze of Meat on his Mares back, which he was to (ell. in 
rhe Market. Good⸗moͤzrow good keſlow, ſat Robin ra the Butcher; 


Good fellow, replped the Butcher, Hezvens keep me from Robin 
Good: fellow, fo; if J meet with him, J may chance to fall ſhoꝛt k 


my ſourner, and my Meat of the Market. J like thy company well, 
wha: haſt tyou to feſt, faid Robin Hood? Flifh Maſter, ſaid the 
— Butcher,

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Butcher, with which J am going to Nottingham market. Whar ig 
the p2ice of thy fleſþ, ſaid Robin Hood, andof thy Ware that bears it?

ſaith another, Incver didſee him here befoze : That will J tell pou by 
and by, ſaid a third Butcher: and ſtepping to Robin Hocd, ( id unto 
bim, byorfer, thou art t{e freeſt Butcher that ever came to this mar; 
ker. we be all of one Trade, tome let us dine together : Accurſt be he 
that will deny a butcher ſo fair an \nbitatſon, ſaid Robin Hood; and 
going with him to the Inn, the Table was ſuddenly covered andfur- 
niſþed, and the beſt man in the Company being to ſay Gzace, Robin 
Hood at the upper end cf the Table, did put off his Bonnet: God 
bleſs us all cfaid he) and our Meat upon this place, a cup of Sack 
ſo gocd to nouriſh our blood, and fol end my Grace. Robin Hood 
was no ſooner ſat, but he caſed oz a cup of Sack, and dzank to them 
all, dcfiring them to be merry, foz it there were fibe pounds fo pay, he 
would pay ft every Farthing. Thou art the bzaveſt Blat e. ſaid the 
butchers, that ever came into Nottingham-market. Robin Hood {fl 
called foz moze Wine, and the Cups trouled up and down the Table, 
inſomuch that the Sheriff who was newly alighted, and taking tis 
Chamber in the Inn, underſtanding of it, ſald, He was ſome Pꝛo- 
digal that had ſold his Land, and now would ſpend it all at once : 
which coming to Robin Hoods ear, he after Dinner, took the oppoz⸗ 
tunſty to ſprak unto him; And what, lald the Sheriff, Good- Fellow, 
thou haſt mate a good Y: rket to day, halt thou any moze Pozned 
Beaſts to (cl ?

made me: The Sheriff being a Covetoug man, and perſwading 
himſelf, that he would make bim Robin Hoods Pennp-worths, 
commanded his Boſe to be bought fozth, and taking ſome Money 
wi:h him koz the pn>chaſe, be rode wi h Robin Hood, who leading 
bim into the Foreſt fo2 a mile oz two outright. The Sheriff be⸗ 
ing laden with good ſtoze of Gold, and ſurpzized with the melancholly 
of the plate, did wiſh himlelk at Nottingham again; and why fo ? 
ſald Robin Hood: J tell thee plainly, ſaſd the Sheriff, J do not like 
thy company. No, ſaid Robin Hood ! then J will pꝛovide you bets 
ter. Good keep me from Robin Hood, fo2 this is the haunt he uſerh. 
Robin Hood ſmiling, obſe: bed a Herd of thzez hundzed gallant Der, 
feeding in the Fozreſt, cloſe by him, and demanded of the Sheriff, 
how he liked thoſe Hozned Be:ſts? aſſuring him , that they were rhe 
beſt he could ſhew him; wich rhar he blew his Yon, whereupon Lit- 
tle John, with fifty moze of his Alloclates, came p;eſently in: co 
whom Robin Hood imparted, that he had byought with him the She⸗ 
riff of Nottingham to dine with him. He is weltome, ſaid Litrle 
John, I know he hath tozeofGald, and will honeſtly pay for bis din- 
ner. I, J. ſaid Robin Hocd, never doubt ft ;, and taking off the 
Sheriffs Poꝛtmantle, he took to himſelf the thꝛee hundzed pounds that 
was in it; then leading him back thzough the Foz reſt, he deſired him 
to remember him kindiy to his Wife, and fo went laughing awap.

At that time the Battel grew hor betwixt the Scots and the 
Er gl ſh and Robin Hood turning to the Engliſh; Fight on, laid 
he, my Merry men all, our Tauſe is good, we ſhall nor be beaten, and 
though Jam compaſſed about, with my Swozd, J will cut my way 
thꝛough rhe midſt of my Enemies, 


Robin Hcod and the Biſhop. 
Shewing how he changed Cloaths with an old Woman, to ſcape 
from the Biſhop, and afterwards , how he Robbed the Biſhop 
of all his Gold, and made him fing Maſs, et. 
Obin Hood being returned with Renown to Nottingham- 
ſhire, did walk fo2th one mozning on foot, to lee how Afeaſrs 
ftood in the Wozld z he had not gone far, but he beheld a Biſhop riding 
towards London, and attended with one hundzed followers. He per⸗

The Biſhop eſpying an bun-- 
d;ed bzave Bow⸗ men ſtanding under a Tree in the way where he was 
to paſs, demanded of his Pztſoner who they were? Marry, replxed 
the Old woman, tl enk it is Robin Hood with his company : why, 
who art thou then, ſaid rhe Biſhop? why, J am the Old Woman, (aid 
bis Pꝛiſoner, thou pꝛoud blind Wiſhop, and if thou wilt not belfeve 
me, litt up mp Leg and ſer. Then woe is me, (aſd the Biſpop. He had 
ſcarce bemoaned him ſelt. but Robin Hood talled to him, and bid hum 
ſtay, and taking hold cf his Bozſe, he tyed the Biſhop kalt to the Tree, 
and ſeizing on is ſumpter-oꝛſe, he took out of his Poztmantle five 
bundzed pounds 3 which being done, Robin Hood ſmiling on Little 
John, and all tis company laugying at one another, Robin Hocd hid 
Little John give him vis Hozſe, and let Lim go- by no means, ſaid the.

The famous Battle between Robin Hood and the Curtal Fryer, and

And thus by the 
taurage of Robin Hood and his Peomen; he was intazted at the lat to- 
ſubm t. having fo: ſeven long fears kept Fountain-Dale t not all the. 
power thereal og being able to bying him on his unee . 
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chewing how he did win a Prize at Sea, and how lege one halt 
of it to his Dame, andit he other to Charitable uſes. 


T* Countrys andthe Cities being ſtil o? the Expleits ot Robin 
Hood and lis Campanims, be - refelv:d with himſelf ro 
make ſome Adventure at Sei ons to try if he ccu d be as famous at 
Dea as he was ar Lind. Oaving therek ge calle all his Yeo nen to- 
gether, he dd Communicate unto them wat was 4415 relotution, but 
tone of them would conſent unto it, nox any of them Would lo much

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as go along with him in ſuch en erpedition: Little John, in whom 
he much truſted and wha was partaker with him in all his Counſels, 
and in all his dangers , was abſolutely againſt it, and told him it was 
a.madneſs in him to harbour any thought of ſuch an adventure: 
Wherefoze Robin Hood did go alone bp himſelf to Scarborrovgh, 
where being clad in a Seamans Habit, he came to a womans {oule 
by the water ſide and deſiredentertainment, The good Woman ſee- 
ing dim a tall likely kellow, did agk him what tis name was ? he made 
anſwer, Simon over the Lee. It is a good Name, ſaid ſhe, and J 
hope thou wilt make a good Servant, It thou wilt be my Man, A. 
will give thee any Wages that in reaſon thou wilt demand? J Have 
a Ship ot my own, and as good as any that Sails upon the Sea:

R bin Hood returning to Sherwood Fozreft,didcommit in York- 
ſhire, a very trange exploit; J cannot welt tell whether he was 
over-ſeen with Wine 02 Rage ; but certainly fr was one of the wozſt 
things that ever he did. It was bzought to the Kings Ear, who - 
pꝛoteſti d that ſuch a Fact ſbould not eſcape unpuniched: and becauſe rhe 
Sheriffs had heretokoze complained that they tould not tabe him, he was. 
reſolved to ride in purluſt of him himſelf, Being rherefo:e came wu 
a: Ropal Retinue unto Nottingham, all the Country was laid fo him ; 

which Robin Hood undetſtanding, be, by the advice of Little lohn, 

did pzibaecly convey himſelf from Sherwood Forreſt, into Yorkſhire : 

there were none with him bur Little lohn, his Couzin Gamwel, Wil- 

liam Scarlock, ond two oz thee moze. The King being infozmed + 
that be was eſtapꝛd into Yorkthire, did kollow him with all the ſpeed.
